ARSON ATTEMPT AT LONDON

The police are investigating attempts 
made to set fire to two London syna- 
gogues over the week-end. 

At Gladstone Park and WNeasden 
(Federation) Synagogue in Clifford Way, 
N.W.10, a piece of sacking soaked with 
petrol, was thrown throuch a window 
just after midnight on Sunday. A Jew 
living opposite the synagogue noticed 


smoke coming out and telephoned the 


police, who arrnved together with the 
fire brievade. Together with Mr, M. 
Janovitch, one of the Wardens, who was 
awakened by the police, they found that 
damage had been done to articles of 
ministerial apparel and to some books, 
but the fire had not spread to the syna- 
gogue itsell. 

At Finsbury Park District (United) 
Synagogue the incendiaries made their 
attempt between 10.30 on Saturday night 
arid the early hours of Sunday.

ARABS KILL JEWS 
Series of Attacks

Although terrorist activities have eased 
mn recent days, has been dis- 
turbed by a series of Arab attacks im the 
[cl-Aviv areca, resulting in the past weck 
in the deaths of eight Jews and three 
Arabs. and mrurres to 16 Jews and two 
Arabs 

So serious have the attacks become that 
a curfew from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. has been 
imposed on the Tel-Aviv-Jafla border 

The police are still puzzied over the 
motive for the Arab attack on Gan 
Hawa Café. on the north bank of the 
River Yarkon, near Tcl-Aviv. just before 
mdniaht On Sunday 

in. a bloody ten minutes, four Jews and 
one Arab were killed, and thirteen other 
Jews injured 

The café is owned by Jewish ex-soildiers 
in partnership with some Arabs, and this 
“co-operation” may have been the motive 
for the crime 

An Arab was found in an orange grove 
shot thers ugh the head. it is suggested 
he was “ exccuted ” by Hagana for taking 
part in the “ Hawai " raid 

Ihe police meanwhile believe that these 
murders and the subsequent wave ol 
stabbings are a serics of unconnected 
incidents, and do not attach any polrtical 
significance to the crimes 

Haeana has warned the Yishuv not to 
take hasty retahatory action, as_ this 
would play mto the hands of those who 
iS!

The stabbing of a Jew early on Wed- 
nesday morning in Jaffa led to a Jewish 
crowd attackine the Carmel vegetable 
market on the Jaffa-Tel-Aviv border, 
resulting in the death of one Arab and 
injurtes to three others Polce riot 
squads and the Royal trish Fusshers 
cordoned the area and made a number

ALL-OUT WAR ON 
TERRORISM 


Mapai’s Call to Yishuv 


A call by the Council of the Palestine 
Jewish Labour Party (Mapai) for an all- 
out war againsi terrorism was made at 
the representative meeting of the council, 
held in the Arlosoroff Hall. Jerusalem 
last week-end, reports Palcor 

“ The White Paper nourishes terrorism 
and terrorism Strengthens and serves the 


interests of the White Paper regime.” 
said the resolution adopted by the 
counct! 

Ihe council, nevertheless, resolved not 


to be deterred by one evil from resisting 
the other, and called on the community 
to wage an all-out war agains! terror. 
condemning the terrorists as outlaws who 
had spurned national discipline and re- 
sponsibility. undermined national unity, 
weakened the Yishuv’s power of resist- 
ance and endangered the strueele for 
immigration 


Arab Press Incitement 


Ihe council expressed concern at in- 
citement in the Arahic Press. and at the 
murderous attacks on Jews bv Arab 
bands. which it attributed to the Arab 
Higher Committee 

It called for increased vigilance and 
warned against provocation, emphasising 
Jewish endeavours to cement friendly 
relations and arrangements for mutual 
assistance with Arab villages and seitle- 
ments 

Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of 
the Executive of the Jewish Agency. sur- 
veyed the latest developmenis in Pales- 
tine. including the terrorist murders and 
robberies. the bloodshed in Tel-Aviv and 
elsewhere caused by the security forces, 
and the arrests of the heads of mun:ci- 
nalities and others. He alsa discussed 
the fate of the Exodus refugees. the «m- 
mivration of war refugees: the anti- 
Jewish riots in the United Kingdom. the 
anti-Zionist campaign in almost the 
entire British Press, the United Nations 
Inauiry Committee and the forthcoming 
session of the United Nations Assembly

The Palestine Jew sees a dif- 
ferent picture, a hero of the Czech 
resistance. a Jew who had done his share 
in the defeat of Hitler, hanging in a 
British prison yard in Palestine although 
he had shed no Brittsh blood.

“VIVA LA PALESTINA ERRAICA”™ 


In the July. ssue of the American 
Jewish COMMENTARY, Mario Ross: writes. 
from Rome, describing a Jewish national- 
ist meeung in a D.P. camp near Rome, 
“ whech was attended by the mayor. he 
chict of the carab:nieri, and other officials. 
. - « There were parades, songs, ova- 
uons ; Jewish and Italian flags beine side 
by side. . Then came speeches in 
Hebrew and Yiddish The ltahans 
Shouied their approval or disapproval 
with the D.P.s, obviously without under- 


standing a single word that was being 
said ‘inally, they, too, were invited to 
speak, which they did enthusiastically, 
invariably ending their speeches by 


shouting at the top of their voices: * Viva 
la Palestina ebraica.’” 

The Mayor, adds Mario Rossi, was 
full of sympathy for the refugees. “At 
taster,” he told me, “they had gone 
out to tll the fields so that the farmers 
could go to Mass.” That gesture had 
been ereatly appreciated.

I7TH-CENTURY AUSTERITY 


I have recently reread the Memoirs of 
Gluckel of Hameln in which this Jewish 
female Pepys portrays European Jewish 
life im the 17th century with graphic 
detail. It is interesting to learn | that 
communal austerity was rigidly imposed 
at the close of the certury. artly 
through fear of making themselves 
noticeable, partly aping German Puritan- 
ism which followed as a reaction to the 
depravities loosed by the Thirty Years’ 
War, and partly encouraged by their own 
moral bent, the Hamburg Jewish Com- 
munity imposed communal ordinances 
that passed far beyond the restrictions 
laid on them by authority. Weddings 
were to be attended by only a limited 
number of guests, and the maximum 
allowable cost of their gifts was s mi- 
larly stipulated. Over-costly delica- 
cies“ such as “capon, candy. almond, 
almond-tart, prune-cake, or other over- 
costly dainties,” were forbidden at family 
feasts. There were many other restric- 
uuons concerning dress, card-playing, and 
other aspects of ostentatious or indul- 
— living. Perhaps the Jewish Defence 
Committee could find some useful tips 
in the pages of this volume.

Austria Cannot Accept Refugees 
Dr. Figl told Mr. Hood that Austria 


was unable io take in any refugees. It 
was willing, however, to take back any 
former Austrian Jews and help in then 
rehabilitation 

The members of the sub-committee 
discussed the Jewish reiugee problem 
with many ol the @epreseniative persons 
present, and again received the same 
picture, that those Jews could not return 
to their countries, or stay m Austra or 
Germany, but must emigrate immedi- 
ately, especially the recent arrivals from 
Rumania, who, under the new American 
Army regulations, could not be included 
in ER.O. reheft activities. 

Ihe general view was that a way must 
be found of allowing the majority of 
those refugees to enter and resettle in 
Palestine. 

The sub-committee saw Jewish refugee 
misery at its worst when they visited, 
on Monday morning, the building of the 
former Rothschild Hospital, in Vienna, 
where nearly 5.000 Jewish refugees, re- 
cently arrived from Rumania, are 
housed. On entering the huge building, 
a most heartbreaking sight came into 
view. Hundreds of ‘people were lying 
on the floor and on primitively made 
beds, crowding almost every inch of the 
building. Passage through the corridors 
was almost impossible, because they were 
packed with starved and desperately sick 
people, including many women and child- 


ren. Many had overflowed into the 
courtyard, where they were lying exposed 
to the sun and the rain. Some lay

MOCK LORUSTERSALAD 


ingredients: § oz. cooked white fish,

ORDINARILY. this holiday season would 
be a period of the year when public thought 
would not be unduly occupied with prob- 
lems of national and international impor- 
tance. But the usual mood of relaxation 1s 
not possible this August, when a grave 
emergency faces the country This emer- 
gency has been reflected in the action ol 
Parliament, which postponed the date of 
its summer recess specially to discuss the 
economic — Crisis The opportunity was 
seized before Parfiament rose also to debate 
another urgent matter-—the Palestine ques- 
tion-——the consfleration of which members 
felt would brook no further delay. While 
the urgency of both these problems—in then 
different ways-——have been brought home to 
every citizen. they obviously have particular 
aspects which are of special concern to 
Anglo-Jewry 


lt is significant that the Prime Minister 
has repeatedly stressed the deeper Issues 
which underlie the present economic Crisis. 
In Parliament, he said: “ This ts an econo- 
mic debate. but | should do a grave dis- 
service to the country did I not stress the 
fact that we need more than an economic 
impulse behind this effort. lam a profound 
believer in the British way of lite, mm our 
combination of order and lberty, in our 
respect for justice and moral values.” 
Not only as citizens, but specifically as 
lews, we must participate to the full in the 
country’s effort, and set an example of con- 
tinued endeavour such as will bring honour 
on the Jewish name and display our deter- 
mination to face up to. the future with 
unshaken confidence 


Again, despite the provocation of last 
week's anti-Jewish hooliganism and some re- 
flecttons of the same baseness in certain sec- 
tions of the Press and of the political world, 
the Jewish Community must take care not 
to allow itself to be thrown off tts balance 
[he outbreaks have been strongly con- 
demned by responsible leaders tn every walk 
ot English life. Whereas the excesses were 
doubtless inspired by anti-Semitic ind- 
viduals and organisations, who took care to 
remain in the background and even to 
repudiate them-——qui s‘excuse s accuse?—tt 
is a Striking tribute to the good sense and 
political understanding of the British public 
that they did not succumb to anti-Jewish 
mob hysteria. In these circumstances, Jewish 
bodies working in the fleld of defence must 
ever be on their guard against undoing 
the good work achieved by co-ordinated 
defence work Greater wisdom and 
discipline are imperative in fighting anti- 
Semitism. Moreover, we should endeavour 
constantly to make ut clear to our non- 
Jewish. tellow-citizens that their rights and 
liberties are mmperiiled no less than ours, 
though their turn would come later. 


It was the deterioration of conditions in 
Palestine, culminating in the murder of the 
two British sergeants, which led both to the 
noting in England and the debates in the 
Houses Of Parhament. In the House of 
Commons the speeches showed a realisation 
that the present impasse could not be 
endured. For the Government. Mr. Creech 
Jones stated that there could be no solution 
until! the immigration problem was solved 
and the country’s future status determined, 
and he hoped that pojnt was near. The 
debate in the House of Lords revealed 
not only the domestic, but the international 
repercussions arising from the deadlock, and 
the Government spokesman, Viscount Hall, 
expressed the hope that the findings of 
Unscop would next month bring a complete 
solution. 


The striking feature of the Commons 
debate was the way in which speakers in 
every party insisted that the time had arrived 
when Britain must get out of Palestine. 
his sentiment, which was forcibly expressed 
by Mr. Churchill at his recent Blenheim 
Palace speech, has been echoed during the 
past week in almost every section of the 
Press. Despite the vacillations of Govern- 
ment policy there can be no doubt that 
the sentiments of this country are running 
strongly in favour of a policy of complete 
evacuation at the earlest opportunity. While

this conviction there is no doubt that the 
majority of British Jews will view with keen 
regret the severance of British ties with the 
Holy Land. The U.N. decision will recog- 
nise that a withdrawal by Britain must not 
leave a vacuum which might result in con- 
fusion worse confounded 


THE CHANGING EAST 


HE concentration of emphasis on Palestine 
in Middle Eastern politics has tended to 
overshadow the wider implications of recent 
important developments in the Arab world. 
The growth of Arab nationalism and the 
Mosiem revival, and their increasing con- 
centration—despite internal rivalries—with- 
in the framework of the Arab League, are 


obvious facts: but Middle Eastern Real- 
politk has been taken a stage further 
to a point where Arab diplomacy is 


beginning to reach out in a manner that 
deserves the closest attention. The partition 
of India, for example, brings Pakistan into 
the orbit of Arab politics, for the 
new Moslem State has shown a desire to 
enter into special relations with the Arab 
League. To the west, the Arab States are 
reported from Athens to be seeking the 
active support of Greece in putting forward 
Arab claims at the United Nations Assembly. 
At the same time, the Arab countries have 
been seeking to reinforce their U.N. repre- 
sentation by the recruitment to the U.N. of 
the Yemen and Transjordan 


Egypt, stated to have been responsible for 
the approach to Greece, has come forward 
as the main protagonist of Arab nationalism 
in the East and West, symbolised practically 
by the asylum granted to the Mufti and to 
Abd el Krim, and by the violence of the 
attack made against British Imperialism 
this week at the Security Council by her 
Prime Minister, Nokrashy Pasha. The 
activiues Of Egypt, where the headquarters 
of the Arab League are situated, secm to 
represent an attempt to extend Arab dip- 
lomacy on an even more grandiose. scale. 
to embrace the Western Mediterranean 
powers also, embroiling France and Britain 
in a complex diplomatic tangle. 6 


We record, this week, the visit to the 
Vatican and to Paris of a Palestine Arab 
Higher Committee delegation bearing letters 
av.1 assurances from the Mufti. ~The 
delegation, like that to Greece, ts composed 
of Christians, and includes Mer. George 
Hakim, the Bishop of a small Catholic 
Uniate sect Known as Melchites, whose total 
adherents number about 80,000, With him 
is an Arab Jesuit from Cairo who is con- 
nected with the Arab League. Mgr. Hakim 
is offering, on behalf of the Mufti, support 
lor France's interests in Syria and North 
Africa, m return for France’s backing on 
Palestine. To the Pope, he has offered the 
right of protecting Christian minorities in 
the Middle East, and sovereignty over the 
Christian holy places 


How much these manccuvres amount to it 
is at present difficult to say, but Jewry’s 
concern in these developments is clearly 
not confined to Palestine alone: for 
the 750,000 Jews in Arab and Moslem 
lands are now also. deeply involved. 
It is not without significance that Unscop 
has requested the Arab States to pro- 
vide up-to-date statistics of their Jewish 
populations which have led to Arab charges 
that there are plans to transfer these Jews to 
Palestine at the expense of the Arab popula- 
tion there. The nationalist Arab tendency is 
to regard these Jews as “ hostages” for a 
favourable decision on Palestine. Fawzi el 
Kaukap, the leader of the Palestine Arab 
rebellion of 1936-1939 and now Syria's 
military attaché to the Arab League, has 
spoken openly of a “ total” anti-Jewish war, 
whether against the Jews of Palestine or in 
the Arab lands, if the Palestine decision goes 
against the Arabs. 


It seems probable, therefore, that the U.N. 
pronouncement on Palestine may also take 
into account the larger implications of 
present-day Arab politics and lay down safe- 
guards for the Arabs’ Jewish subjects. In 
the same way, the interests of Christian and 
other minorities in the Arab countries must: 
not be overlooked. The fact that Chris- 
tan delegates have been employed by the 
Arab League should not conceal the grow- 
ing feeling of insecurity among all minorities 
in the countries of the Middle East. No 
amount of promises by the Mufti can be a 
fitting substitute for genuine U.N. guaran- 
tees of international protection.

members of the British Commonwealth—to 
be united by the common allegiance to. the 
Crown. This achievement has not been brought 
about through force of arms, but through states- 
manship, and all in this country, Gentile or 
jew, will send their best wishes to the new 
partners in the Commonwealth. British Jewry 
is entitled to be proud of tts contribution to the 
good governance of India, which has assisted 
her along the hard and tortuous road to eman- 
cipation. Among the statesmen, Disraeli, 
Montagu. and Reading are names which will 
for ever be written in the history’ of 
Anglo-Indian relations. In the Indian Civil 
and educational service our community has 
given many eminent figures from the long 
list OL which it would be invidious to select any 
more outstanding than another, while in India 
itself the small Jewish population has taken 
an important share in the upburlding of the 
country which, in proportion to its size, can 
perhaps only be equalled by the Parsees. It 1s 
not surprising that there should be a tendency 
to compare the evolution of India with that of 
Palestine. It is, however, important not to press 
the analogy too far. Although there are points 
of similarity, there are also so. many differences 
that reasoning from false premises may easily 
lead to grave errors of judgment. Perhaps the 
mOst important moral to be drawn is from the 
methods adopted by the British Government in 
handling the two problems. The final search 
for a solution of one problem was entrusted to 
Viscount Mountbatten. and of the other. to the 
United Nations. Until Unscop has submitted 
its report it is unwise to prognosticate, but we 
may express the hope that the United Nations 
will achieve as brilliant a success in handling 
its ‘problems as has been secured. in regard oO

importance Of Wise vocational traming 
for our youth has frequently been stressed in 
these columns.

MTUNity A significant aspect of this problem 
is discussed by a Special Correspondent in the 
article, “ Jews and the Sea,” on page 11. His 
plea for the institution of a Jewish Sea Cadet 
movement deserves the most sympathetic con- 
sideration. At the time of the sailing of the 
Kedma, the all-Jewish ship, from London to

it merits. Not only must this record be rescued 
from Oblivion but it should rightly inspire the 
present generation to perpetuate and develop 
it under modern economic conditions. Fortun- 
ately, considerable opportunities and facilities 
are available for this purpose, and not teast 
in this country, It was accordingly with high 
hopes that, some while ago, the British Ort 
collaborated in equipping the Joseph Hertz 
flormerly the Cutty Sark) as. a traimng ship 
tor Jewish boys. The work so far done, 
while it has enabled all concerned to gain 
valuable experience, has shown the need--—for 
various practical reasons—tor the scheme to be 
reorganised along fresh lines. It is now pro- 
posed that this ship should be utilised for the 
establishment of a Jewish Sea Cadet force. In 
this way it would afford Jewish boys valuable 
pre-Service training, such as is officially 
encouraged by the Government, prier to their 
being called up under the National Service Act. 


SUBURBAN POLITICS 


At long last a happy conclusion has been 
reached to the impasse which has existed be- 
tween the Hampstead Garden Suburb Syna- 
gogue and the United Synagogue, arising 
originally out of the latter's desire to resume 
possession of the house bought for the use of 
the late Rev. H. Bornstein, the congregation's 
former minister. As a result of good will on all 
sides, ways and means have now been found to 
provide Mrs. Bornstein, the widow of the late 
minister, with another house, thereby enabling 
the United Synagogue to regain possession of 
their own premises, The Congregation, until 
they knew that Mrs. Bornstein was secured in 
regard to a house, refused, on account of their 
deep feeling in this matter, to elect Honorary 
Officers and a Board of Management, and as a 
result the affairs of the Synagogue have been 
badly handicapped. In the knowledge that Mrs. 
Bornstein’s future is now safeguarded, a general 
meeting of the Congregation is to be held on 
September | to elect Honorary Officers and a 
Board of Management, following which the 
Synagogue will rid itself of the abnormality of 
what might be described as “ remote control ” 
from the Head Office of the United Synagogue 
through two nominees who have had to conduct 
rts business during the deadlock.

JEWISH LOVE TOWARDS 
ENEMIES 


In Darkest Germany. By 
Gollancz. %&s. 6d 


Reviewed by Rabbi Dr. 1. MAYBAUM 


Mr. Gollancz went to Germany to 
report on the sufferings of the Germans, 
and to arouse the sympathies of the 
world. He is a Jew, a member of the 
people of whom the Germans killed six 
mihons in cold scientifically planned 
murder. But he is not filled with the 
spirit Of the Psalmist anticipating the fall 
of Babylon: “ Happy shall he be, that 
fepayeth thee as thou hast served us. 
Happy shall he be, that taketh and 
Gasheth thy little ones against the rock ” 
(Ps. 137, 8-9). On the contrary, Mr. 
Gollancz is happy when, in the German 
world of ruins, hunger, cold, and disease, 
he finds an oasis consisting of a clean 
room about which he can report: “There 
“as 4 mother with the three most beautr 
children I have ever seen.” 

When Belsen, after the liberation by 
‘he Allied Armies, was still news, there 
was published the photograph of a small 
gr! gassed by the Nazis. The girl was 
about ten years of age, had ringlets 
round her little angel-like face, and her 
pretty clothes told the story of a loving 
mother, for whom dressing up her child 
meant as much as kissing and huggin 
her. This child, surely not less beautif 
than the children Mr. Gollancz was 
happy to see, is dead, nay, has been 
foully murdered.

Deeply moved by Mr. Gollanczs 

Jewish love towards his enemics, I felt 


] must again make clear to myself what 
Judaism has to teach about love towards 
one’s enemies. Here is what | found, 
and | found it in a poem of Yehudah 
Halevi. “From Eternity Thou art the 


Rock of Love.” The Jew regards his 
enemy as the executor of God's 
judgment. Why, therefore, should he 


hate him who is himself nothing but the 
tool of God's wrath? The starting-point 
of Yehudah Halevi’s argument is not— 
as is the case in the Christian dogma— 
love towards the enemy, but love for 
God. Man's love for God is the con- 
dition of man’s love for his fellow-men 
up to the extreme of loving one’s enemy. 

Now we remember that the stern words 
of the Psalmist are not said in the face of 
a destroyed Babylon Jerusalem 1S 
destroyed, and Babylon is flourishing in 
all its splendour. It is a tormented and 
deeply wounded soul which cries, and 
they are words, not deeds. To cry out m 
suffering is human. The Psalmist is 
imagining a destroyed Babylon. That, 
too, is human After 1933 some psycho- 
analysts became interested in the dreams 
of Jewish children and adults, and 
studied them. It is a great thing to 
a wounded soul, certainly not merely a 
doctor's task. 

What is left of the destroyed German 
Babylon? There are suffering men and 
women and children Let us pity them, 
and let us approve of Mr. Gollancz’s 
humanitarian enterprise in Germany. 
Peace and healing to all suffering Jewish 
souls sull haunted by memories oj tor- 
ture and murder, and may bless 
them to see new nese! 


JEWS AND THE SEA 
An Opportunity For a New Cadet Force

[he sailing of the Kedma from Lon- 
don to Palestine; manned by a crew ot 
94, completely Jewish except for two 
members, iS important not only to the 
large Zionist section of the community 
‘It represents," as JEwisH 
CHRONICLE editorial said, “ a venture 
of the utmost significance in the life ol 
the Yishuv.”” But, as it adds, it 18 also 
a happy revival of Jewish. tradition 
The connection between the children of 
Isracl and the sea dates back to the 
earhest times.” 

It iS important for a 
Anglo-Jewish cconomic structure that 
there should be a revival of Jewish 
tradition in this matter of the connec- 
tion “etween Jews and the sea, not only 
in Palestine. It is something that con- 
cerns the Jews of Europe and America 
when Ben-Gurion says:. “Jews as a 
sea-faring people may seem fantastic to 
those who know the Jews of Europe and 
America. Forty years ago the idea of 
Jews becoming tllers of the soil also 
seemed fantastic. But it happened. They 
went back to the soil-—and they are gome 
back to the sea.” Just as Jews have 
gone back to the soil not only in Pales- 
tine, they must go back to the Sea not 
only in Palestune. 


Land and Sea 


It would be wrong to suggest thai Jews 
have ever completely given up their asso- 
ciation with the af, or with the sea. 
There were always some Jewish farmers 
somewhere. And there were always 
some Jews who went to sea. There were 
Jews who sailed with Columbus, Vasco 
da Gama, and Magellan. Dr. Cecil Roth 
tells us that there were many Jews in the 
eighteenth century who served in the 
British Navy before the mast, and that 
several Jews were at Trafalgar with Nel- 
son. To-day, we have a Jewish VC., 
Petty Officer Gould, who won his award 
in action at sea. In Commander R. PF. 
Jessel, D.S.O., D.S.C., and bar, we have 
a British battleship commander who has 
distinguished himself by his gallantry.

Readjustment 


Jewish cconomic readjustment in every 
direction, on land and sea, 1s a matter 
of posilive internal Jewrsh reconstructive 
effort. and not a constafit endeavour to 
meet anti-Semitic allegations. But we 
should be able to controvert by the exis- 
tence of generally known and accepted 
facts, not by the publication of apolo- 
getic literature, such hostile--and false 
argumentation as this from a book called 
The Jew at Bay,’ by H. S. Ashton: 


* The Jew has never commanded a battleship 
nor taken a hiner across the Atlantic. nor even 
a trawler into the North Sea of to the coast 
of Ireland. You will not find him stoking fires 
in the bowels of any ship. whether tug of 
trawicr, colher or tramp. That is not the Jow's 


way. He commands not submarine nor is he 
diver. The very thought of engaging profes- 
sonally in any Ofethese occupations would 
cause his Jewish heary, to dive into his very 
bowels.”
